REMARKS 

Qmss 1, 5, 6, 10, and 13 - 17 are pending in this application. 

Hie Examiner has lejecad claims 1, 6. 15, and 17 on the ground of nonsianitoiy 
obviousness-type double patenting as being uiipaieniable over claims 3 and 6 of copending US 
Application No. 10/040^56 (now US Patent No. 6776743 issued August U, 2004). Oairn 1 has 
been amended to include the linjitations of claim 5, -which was iaOased to be alb^rable. Ujerefore. 
the amended claim lis patentable. Oaims 5, 15, and 17 haw been canceled. Oairn 6 depends on 
claim I, and therefore is patentable for the reasons given above. 

Hie Examiner has rejected Oairn 13 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to paiticulariy point out and distinoly claim the subject matter whihh AppKcant 
iBgards as die invention. Oaim 13 has been canceled. 

The Exaniiner has rqecied claims 1 and U under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jones (US Patent No. 4,500,089, as being antidpaied by Lambert '626 (US Patent No. 4,240,626), 
and as being anricqMtedbyUmben "279 (US Paeut No. 4,200,279^ Oaim 1 has been amendedto 
indude die limitations of claim 5, -wttch was indicaad to be aUowa^ nierefore,claimlis 
patentable. Oaims 14 and 15 has been canceled
